Adam  Rozencwajg,  a  Grade  7 
student,  has  been  an  avid  Star  Trek  fan 
for  many  years.  When  he  was  in  my 
class  in  Grade  3,  he  expressed  an 
interest  in  writing  science  fiction 
stories.  In  Grade  4,  Adam  completed  a 
Learning  Co-op  enrichment  project 
that  has  since  taken  off  to  new  heights. 
He  dictated  to  me  a  script  for  a  movie 
to  be  based  on  the  Star  Trek  Deep  Space 
Nine  television  show.  We  then  filmed 
the  movie  for  a  number  of  months  and 
even  visited  the  professional  editing 
studio  of  a  Sewlyn  House  parent  to 
have  it  edited.  It  turned  out  to  be 
eleven  minutes  long,  much  to  the 
amazement  of  Adam  and  his  friends! 
We  had  a  screening  with  the  parents 
of  the  actors  and  another  with  the 
students.  Adam  and  his  colleagues  even 
planned  Academy  Awards,  which  were 
produced  by  the  parent  of  another 
cast  member. 

Since  Grade  4,  Adam's  ingenuity, 
independence  and  initiative  have 
soared.  He  has  written  another  script 
on  his  own,  based  on  the  television 
series  Deep  Space  Nine,  and  planned 
every  detail  of  the  movie's  production, 
from  sets  and  casting  to  makeup, 
scheduling  and  cast  calls.  Adam's 
friends  make  up  the  cast.  They  and 
their  parents  have  been  wonderfully 
supportive  throughout.  Adam  then 
directed  the  filming  of  the  movie, 


edited  it  himself  and  created  his  own 
credits  on  computer! 

The  evolution  of  Adam's  skill  has 
been  wonderful  to  see.  He  has  now 
written  the  script  for  his  next  movie 
and  is  planning  to  get  a  permit  to  have 
a  major  street  in  Montreal  closed  for 
the  filming.  He  has  already  contacted 
U.RS.  to  purchase  dry  ice  for  his 
project.  He  is  now  using  latex  masks 
for  makeup  and  has  added  new 
lighting  for  a  more  realistic  effect. 
Adam  has  even  called  Entertainment 
Tonight,  Pulse  News  and  The  Rosie 
ODonnell  Show  on  his  own  to  see  if  he 
could  get  one  of  his  movies  aired. 

On  May  3,  Adam  and  I  made  a 
presentation  to  the  National 
Association  of  Gifted  Children 
Conference  held  at  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  Hotel.  It  was  entitled,  "To 
Boldly  Go  Where  No  Enrichment  Has 
Gone  Before-The  Voyage  of  a  Star  Trek 
Fan."  We  spoke  to  researchers  and 
teachers  in  the  field  of  gifted  education, 
and  they  were  more  than  impressed 
with  his  ingenuity.  One  teacher  from 
Saskatoon  even  asked  Adam  how  she 
could  provide  film  enrichment  for  the 
students  in  her  class. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  been  a 
witness  to  Adam's  evolving  talent.  We 
look  forward  to  seeing  him  at  the 
Oscars  in  a  few  years!

On  April  29,  the  Grade  8  students 
from  ECS,  The  Study,  and  Selwyn 
House  got  together  at  Selwyn  for  a  peer 
counseling  session  with  the  senior 
students  from  the  three  schools  and 
Selwyns  Grade  1 0  students.  The  Peer 
Awareness  Program  was  run  for  the  first 
time  last  year  by  the  three  independent 
schools  to  promote  assertiveness  in  our 
younger  adolescent  students.  The 
Seniors  and  Selwyn  10  s  met  four  weeks 
before  at  ECS  for  a  Peer  Awareness 
training  session,  then  again  a  week  later 
to  prepare  the  event  for  the  Grade  8's. 
At  the  first  session  at  ECS,  the  students 
heard  from  specialists  in  all  sorts  of 
relevant  fields,  including  a  toxic 
substance  counselor,  Marilyn  Belzberg. 
There,  the  students  got  a  chance  to 
learn  about  the  causes  and  effects  of 
long  term  addiction  to  alcohol,  tobacco, 
and  illegal  drugs.  In  the  second  training 
session  at  The  Study,  the  students  were 
taught  about  assertiveness  by  our  own 
Mr.  Wearing,  and  were  left  on  their  own 
in  groups  of  three  (two  counselors  and 
an  observer)  to  plan  their  sessions.  A 
large  assortment  of  tools  were  made 
available  to  the  students  to  give  of  their 
experiences  to  the  Grade  8's  atid  teach 
accurately  the  aforementioned  topics. 
The  Seniors  met  with  the  Grade  8"s  in 
the  Lucas  Gym,  where  everybody  got  to 
know  each  other  before  dividing  into 
their  groups  and  heading  off  to  their 
various  classrooms.  Though  the  going 
was  slow  at  first,  the  conversations  were 
free  and  uninhibited,  and  everyone  got  a 


little  something  out  of 
it.  This  was  the  second 
time  I  personally  had 
participated  in  the 
programme,  and  while 
I  enjoyed  the  first 
enough  to  do  the 
second,  the  second 
exceeded  my 
expectations;  the 
administration  involved 
improved  the 
programme.  Whereas 
in  the  first  year  the 
order  of  the  day  was 
preaching  assertiveness, 
the  second  year  of  the 
programme  seemed 
more  dedicated  to  answering  any 
questions  the  Grade  8  students  had 
about  subjects  they  were  hesitant  to 
discuss.  I  personally  enjoyed  myself  as 
did  the  other  four  Selwyn  seniors  and 
the  eight  Selwyn  Grade  lO's  involved, 
the  ECS  and  Study  Seniors,  and  the 
Grade  8  s  who  took  occasion  to  benefit 
from  our  experiences.

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Math  Results

Every  February,  all  students  in  Grades 

9,  10,  and  11  are  expected  to  write  the 
Canadian  Mathematics  Competition. 
Professor  Ron  Scoins  of  the  University  of 
Waterloo  oversees  the  competition  while 
committees  of  math  professors  and  high 
school  teachers  come  up  with  questions 
to  test  the  knowledge  and  understanding 
of  students  across  Canada. 

There  are  three  contests:  the  Fermat 
Contest  for  Grade  11,  Cayley  for  Grade 

1 0,  and  Pascal  for  Grade  9,  with 
individual  and  team  honours  at  stake. 
The  sum  of  the  best  three  scores  in  each 
school  is  taken  to  determine  the  schools' 
rankings. 

Of  1 ,468  schools  across  Canada 
entered  in  the  Grade  1 1  contest,  Selwyn 
placed  32nd  nationally  and  3rd  of  the 
1 46  Quebec  participants.  On  the 
provincial  honour  roll  were  Francois 
Bergon,  Roberto  Bellini,  Eric  Benner, 
Michael  Durcak,  David  O'Brien, 
Brendan  Paull,  Mischa  Auerbach-Ziogas, 
and  Matthew  McLauchlin. 

The  top  3  Grade  lO's  were  Jonathan 
How,  Won  Jun  Bae,  and  David 
Anderson.  They  placed  5th  of  146 
schools  in  the  province.  All  made  the 
Provincial  Honour  Roll,  and  Jonathan 
(who  placed  in  the  top  200  of  27,000) 
made  the  Canadian  Honour  Roll.  Alexis 
Asselin  led  the  Grade  9  results,  placing 
on  both  the  Provincial  and  Canadian 
Honour  Rolls. 

Almost  50%  of  our  students  qualified 
for  Certificates  of  Distinction  awarded  to 
the  top  25%  of  students  across  the 
country  who  wrote  the  contest.  We  are 
pleased  with  these  results  as  all  students, 
not  just  select  groups,  write  the  contests. 

In  other  competitions,  Ms.  Eniko 
Kiefer  accompanied  the  Grade  8  "team" 
of  David  Adler,  Bobby  Cranker,  Vidal 
Sadaka,  and  Jonathan  Verrall  to  West 
Island  College  where  they  placed  fourth. 

The  University  of  Windsor  and  the 
Canadian  National  Math  League  write  a 
contest  for  7's  and  8's.  Our  Grade  8 
team  of  David  Adler,  Vidal  Sadaka,  and  • 
Eric  Hamza  and  Bobby  Cranker,  Trevor 
Parekh,  and  Mike  Phillips  placed  3rd  of 
all  Quebec  teams.

Since  January,  Selwyn  House 
debating  has  continued  the  trend 
set  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Our 
junior  team,  all  of  whom  are  debating 
for  the  first  year,  showed  remarkable 
results  in  provincial  competitions.  At 
the  Junior  Pre-Provincials,  the  team  of 
Chris  Maughan,  9C,  and  Richard 
Muise,  8C,  took  home  the  title  of  first 
place  team,  while  the  team  of  Adrian 
Gaty,  7C,  and  Stephane  Levy,  7B, 
placed  third.  Individually,  Jonathan 
Verrall,  8B,  was  the  third-place  speaker, 
while  Adrian  Gaty  placed  fourth. 
Jonathan  also  won  the  impromptu 
speaking  competition  held  in  between 
rounds.  As  a  school,  Selwyn  House 
placed  second  over  all.  To  round  out  the 
junior  results,  at  the  Sacred  Heart 
Junior  Debating  Tournament,  Michael 
Phillips,  8B,  and  Adrian  Gaty  placed 
third  and  fifth  respectively. 


During  the  month  of  April,  I  spent 
a  week  in  Ottawa  taking  part  in  a 
government  supported  programme  for 
high  school  students  from  all  over 
Canada  called  Canadian  Encounters. 
Each  session  is  a  six-day  seminar  on  a 
topic  of  your  choosing,  from  Arts  and 
Culture  to  Law.  I  chose  the  sub-theme 
of  Canada  and  the  "World,  which  dealt 
with  global  issues  and  Canada's  policy 
on  them. 

In  Ottawa,  I  spent  one  day  at  the 
parliament,  sitting  in  on  question 
period.  Because  of  the  upcoming 
election,  all  important  MP's  were 
there,  and  they  certainly  livened  up  the 
show.  Another  day  I  met  my  MP, 
Lucienne  Robillard,  who  took  an  hour 
to  sit  and  talk,  answer  questions,  and 
explain  many  of  the  immigration 
problems  facing  the  country.
